Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 2-8 and 10-22 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the best prior art of 
record, Lamphier et al., taken alone or in combination of other references, does not teach or 
fairly suggest a method or an application specific integrated circuit comprising, among other 
things, applying a third signal to the input/output cell, during a defined period of time, to prevent 
the input/output cell from receiving the second signal until the value of the second signal 
becomes stable, as set forth in claim 17; means to apply a third signal to the input/output cell, 
during a defined period of time, to prevent the input/output cell from receiving the second signal 
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until the value of the second signal becomes stable, as set forth in claim 18; when the input 
signal of the driver changes in a predetermined manner, applying the second signal to the driver 
of the input/output cell to adjust the impedance of said driver, as set forth in claim 19; and means 
to release the second signal from said latches and to apply the second signal to the driver of the 
input/output cell to adjust the impedance of said driver in response to the input signal of the 
driver changing in a predetermined manner, as set forth in claim 20.
